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A YEAR LIKE NO OTHER 


The events of 2020 posed a series of complex, unprec- 
edented challenges for the entire sports world. However, the 
Southeastern Conference and its 14 members were some 

of the unquestioned leaders in all of sports for'successfully 
navigating issues unique to competing in a healthy environ- 
ment. The league’s patient resolve, keen ability to listen to 
all constituencies while blocking out waves of societal and 
media noiseand the unwavering determination to do:what is 
best for the SEC and its student-athletes were put to the test 
throughout the year. And as is often the case with all things 
SEC, that test was front and center on the national stage. 


The SEC’s leadership through the COVID-19 pandemic 
served its student-athletes well. Thousands of student-ath- 
letes were able to participate in their lifelong passions in a 
healthy way. Memories were created that otherwise would 
have never come to pass. The SEC made no hasty decisions 
that could have torpedoed the fall sports season early. Under 
the constant spotlight on the SEC, the conference fostered 

a culture of extreme collaboration among the leaders of 

the league in order to allow the SEC’s 14 schools to move 
together in lockstep through adversity, difficult decisions and 
unrelenting-social pressures. 


The SEC established a new start date to the 2020 season and 
re-engineered its football schedule to become the example 
of how to successfully operate — and still celebrate athletic 
achievement = during a global crisis. 


While football garnered the most attention, the SEC also 
conducted fall championships in soccer and cross country. 
The conference also safely participated-in volleyball, and 
men’s and women’s golf, providing the highest level of ama- 
teur competition to student-athletes who otherwise would 
have been sidelined in the fall, then continued through the 
winter and spring with a full slate of sports and champion- 
ship events.

While the pandemic had a devastating effect on the finances 
of college athletics programs across the country, the SEC 
kept focus on the long-term financial vitality of the league. 
In 2020, the SEC finalized'a milestone 10-year agreement 
with the Walt Disney Company that grants ABC and ESPN 
exclusive broadcast rights to premier SEC football and bas- 
ketball events beginning in 2024-25 and continuing through 
2033-34. 


The expansive landmark deal, which creates significantly 
more scheduling flexibility for fans and schools, will estab- 
lish ABC as the new broadcast network home for Saturday 
afternoon SEC football games, as well as selected Saturday 
primetime football games and the annual SEC Football 
Championship Game beginning in 2024. In addition, ap- 
proximately eight incremental marquee men’s basketball 
games will be featured across ABC or ESPN. 


Perhaps the most significant agreement in 2020 the confer- 
ence continued to make good on was the commitment to 
providing equal-opportunities to historically underrepre- 
sented individuals. The league office understands the tre- 
mendous culturalinfluence the SEC has in its region of the 
country. And that influence was leveraged on a multitude of 
cultural and societal frontiers last year, including focusing 
on the need to once and for all remove Confederate imagery 
from the state flag of Mississippi. 


The SEC’s widely popular slogan “It Just Means More” has 
struck a cultural nerve for the Conference for the past six 
years. But after 2020, it can certainly also be applied to the 
effective and impactful leadership of the 14 universities of 
the Southeastern Conference.

LEADERSHIP IN A PANDEMIC ENVIRONMENT 


No circumstance proved the SEC’s leadership abilities more 
than the early uncertainties of the COVID-19 pandemic in 2020. 
Through uncertain times, the SEC maintained a unified confer- 
ence and provided the steady, sure-handed guidance necessary to 
bring sports back not just for the SEC but for all of college sports. 
While others in the sports world struggled to find solid footing, 
SEC’s leadership across the league moved together throughout the 
process in making Conference-wide decisions. 


SEC-member schools, as has long been the hallmark of the con- 
ference, made decisions forthe good of the league rather than for 
the benefit of individual institutions. 


As an example, the SEC played an incredible 69 of its 71 sched- 
uled football games in 2020. That was only possible because 
the SEC moved a remarkable 15 football games during the 
course of the season, something that could not have hap- 
pened if school leaders had not been willing to make adjust- 
ments and changes in their schedules that did not necessarily 
benefit them individually. They all bought in to the league’s 
direction that it was for the good of the Conference to play as 
many games as possible. 


Medical Task Force guided SEC preparation for return to athlet- 
ics activity 

A centerpiece of the SEC’s plan to create a healthy return to sports 
was the establishment of the SEC’s Return to Activity and Medical 
Guidance Task Force. Comprised of medical professionals rep- 
resenting the 14 universities of the Southeastern Conference, the 
Task Force continues to guide the SEC for membership decisions 
related to the return of athletics activities, including team gather- 
ings, practices, conditioning and competition. 


The SEC's Return to Activity and Medical Guidance Task Force 
began meeting by video conference in April 2020 and updates 
from these meetings continue to be provided to SEC Presidents 
and Chancellors and Athletics Directors at regular intervals. 
Any policy changes related to return to.athletics activity are ap- 
proved by the Conference membership. 


The task force was responsible for identifying recommended pro- 
tocols and best practices for guiding the safe return to in-person 
on-campus meetings, individual workouts, out-of-season activities 
and skill instruction, and practice activities for student-athletes 
and coaches; identifying the desired amount of practice and train- 
ing time required to safely acclimate student-athletes into compe- 
tition; and identifying opportunities for a return to competition, 
including considerations for student-athletes, administrators, 
support staff, officials and fans. 


A Conference That Leads and Doesn’t Follow 

Did the SEC follow in 20202 Most certainly. Many times. The 
Conference followed the science. The Conference followed 
health experts. Most importantly, the Conference followed its own 
constitution to give sound, fact-based guidance despite enormous 
pressure to make hasty decisions in reaction to the COVID-19 
pandemic. When speculation was that all of college football 


would shut down, the SEC persevered and forged forward with 
steady conversations with colleagues and-outside authorities. 


Shortly after the SEC Soccer Championship in November, Com- 
missioner Greg Sankey summed up the efforts of SEC leaders 
proudly. ‘There’s actually very few conferences...that have played a 
postseason tournament in a sport in this COVID era, and we did 
that in women’s soccer. All 14 teams over 10 days, staying in dif- 
ferent hotels. We stayed healthy, named a champion. And when 
you think about the domino effect there, Sarah Fuller’s around, 
comes up here, kicks off and then kicks extra points in the Ten- 
nessee game and is involved in the presidential inauguration. 
So we know by trying there can be great stories.” 


A 3-day chain of events illustrate the SEC’s resolve: 


Aug. 9 — After weeks of hand-wringing among Power 5 
football leaders, a tweet from a prominent national writer 
said: “According to sources, attempts to salvage the fall 2020 
college football season are all but over.” 


Aug. 10 — Amidst wide speculation the college football 
season would be canceled, Greg Sankey tweeted: “Best 
advice I’ve received since COVID-19: be patient. Take time 
when making decisions. This is all new and you'll gain better 
information each day. @SEC has been deliberate at each step 
since March...slowed return to practice...delayed 1st game 
to respect start of fall semester...developed testing proto- 
cols...we know concerns remain. We have never had a FB 
season in a COVID-19 environment. Can we play? | don’t 
know. We haven’t stopped trying. We support, educate and 
care for student-athletes every day, and will continue to do 
so...every day.” 


Aug. 11 — The Big Ten and Pac-12 conferences suspended 
their seasons. Later that day the Commissioner issued a state- 
ment: “I remain comfortable with the thorough and deliber- 
ate approach that the SEC and our 14 members are taking to 
support a healthy environment for our student-athletes. We 
will continue to further refine our policies and protocols for a 
safe return to sports as we monitor developments around CO- 
VID-19 in a continued effort to support, educate and care 
for our student-athletes every day.” 


And the Conference never looked back. The SEC started 
its season just three weeks later than originally planned with a 
revised, first time ever all-conference schedule. 


The SEC went on to play a remarkable 69 of its 71 sched- 
uled games, including the SEC Football Championship Game 
in Atlanta on December 19th, just two weeks after the origi- 
nally scheduled date. 


A BLOCKBUSTER DEAL 


While the pandemic had a devastating effect on the finances 
of college athletics programs across the country, the SEC en- 
sured that there is a light at the end of the tunnel for the future of 
the Conference. In 2020, the SEC finalized a milestone 10-year 
agreement that grants ABC and ESPN exclusive broadcast rights 
to premier SEC football and basketball events beginning in 2024- 
25 and continuing through 2033-34.

The landmark deal, which represents a significant expansion of 
the conference's current partnership with ESPN, will establish 
ABC as the new broadcast network home for Saturday afternoon 
SEC football games, as well as selected Saturday primetime 
football games and the annual SEC Football Championship Game. 
In addition, approximately eight incremental marquee men’s 
basketball games will be featured across ABC or ESPN. 


“This is a significant day for the Southeastern Conference 
and for the future of our member institutions. Our agree- 
ment with ESPN will greatly enhance our ability to support 
our student-athletes in the years ahead and to further enrich 
the game day experience for SEC fans around the world,” 
said SEG Commissioner Greg Sankey on December 10. 
“The broadcast industry’s intense and widespread interest in 
securing the SEC’s First Tier rights is a direct reflection of the 
sustained excellence achieved by our 14 member schools, 
and we are thrilled to have been able to maximize our cur- 
rent position of strength to benefit our student-athletes, the 
fans who go to our games and home viewers.” 


The SEC's First Tier rights agreement will place all SEC media 
rights under The Walt Disney Company umbrella, giving the SEC 
exposure on ABC, ESPN, ESPN2, ESPNU, ESPN+, SEC Network 
and SEC Network+. 


Under terms of the pact more than 1,950 SEC games will be 
carried each year across the conference's 21 sports on ESPN 
networks and SEC Network. What’s more, ABC will air an SEC- 
controlled football game each week beginning-in 2024, including a 
regular late-afternoon kickoff. In addition, ESPN will have the 
ability to feature marquee SEC games on ABC's “Saturday Night 
Football” for the first-time. The SEC Football Championship will 
also air on ABC in each season. 


Putting Student-Athletes and Fans First 

College football has embraced a longstanding scheduling quirk. 
And in 2020, the SEC took a step to disrupt that tradition for 
years to come. Unlike most major spectator sports, the vast 


majority of game times in college football are set within two 
weeks of kickoff. And only the early weeks of the schedule are 
announced before the season: All other games are selected on 
a 12-day notification. The lack of lead time is a frequent com- 
plaint from college sports fans. 


The SEC got creative-when striking the blockbuster TV rights 
deal with The Walt Disney Company. Starting in 2024, 
the SEC will introduce a modernized, more fan- 
friendly scheduling process. Most game times will be 
announced before the season so fans will know how to 
plan. 


At the same time, the schedule will still provide enough 
flexibility for ESPN to maximize the exposure of the 
SEC's biggest and best games and react to storylines 
throughout the season. 


Nuts and Bolts of the Agreement 
The agreement includes a number of significant elements that 
will benefit student-athletes and fans alike: 


¢ Regular SEC Football:Game on ABC on Saturday After- 
noons 

e Additional football games on ABC Saturday Nights 

e SEC Football Championship Game on ABC 

e Introduction of a modernized, more fan-friendly schedul- 
ing process, with many game windows solidified earlier 
while providing flexibility to maximize the exposure of 
the Conference's biggest games 

e _ More marquee men’s basketball games on ABC or ESPN 

e Additional non-conference men’s basketball games on 
ABC, ESPN and ESPN2 

e Beginning with the 2021-22 season, the right to place 
a limited number of non-conference football and men’s 
basketball games on ESPN+ that will allow schools au- 
tonomy to determine start times 


“One of our primary goals was to improve the television 
scheduling process in ways that will benefit our students, 
coaches, alumni_and fans,” said Sankey. “With all SEC events 
now under The Walt Disney Company umbrella, we were 
able to. craft an agreement that includes more lead time for 
many game time announcements, and in many ways mod- 
ernizes the college football scheduling process.” 


“This new agreement was born from a strong foundation 
which began almost: 25 years ago and now reflects a shared 
vision of the future with the SEC, Commissioner Sankey and 
their member institutions” said Jimmy. Pitaro, Chairman, 
ESPN and Sports Content. “With all the conference’s games 
under the ESPN umbrella and adding ABC and ESPN+ to our 
distribution channels, ESPN.will have complete scheduling 
flexibility, resulting in maximum exposure and adding signifi- 
cant benefits for SEC schools, student-athletes and fans.” 
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COMMITMENT TO DIVER 
AND INCLUSION 


NCLUS 
The SEC has long understood the tremendous cultural influence that 
the conference has in its region of the country. 


Ina public statement, the SEC threatened to withhold presti- 
gious championship events from the state of Mississippi until-it 
removed imagery of the Confederate Battle Flag from the Missis- 
sippi state flag. “It is past time for change to be made to the flag 
for the state of Mississippi,” Commissioner Greg Sankey said. 
“Our students deserve an opportunity to learn and compete in 
environments that are inclusive and welcoming to all. In the 
event there is no change, there will be consideration to precluding 
Southeastern Conference championship events from being con- 
ducted in the state of Mississippi until the state flag is changed.” 


The next day, the NCAA followed the SEC’s declaration with a 
similar edict, threatening to withhold NCAA events unless there 
was change to the flag. 


The Mississippi Legislature swiftly voted to change its flag and 
its new magnolia-centered replacement was chosen by The 
Commission to Redesign the Mississippi State Flag. It was ap- 
proved by state referendum on November 3, 2020. 


The league went further to ensure that meaningful changes to 
any symbol or practice or policy — written or not — that hold back 
historically underrepresented individuals will keep coming. 


In.an interview, Sankey said, “It’s not a short-term conversa- 
tion. We're not going to walk away from these conversations. 
We have to use these as learning moments. They have to be 
moments of change for all of us. The change we lead must be real 
and must realize that allare created equal, which in our case 
must echo across our stadiums, our arenas, our campuses, our 
communities, our states and our nation.” 


SEC programming on Racial Equity and Social Justice 

The Conference has teamed with the SEC Network to keep the 
topic top-of-mind. The Network continues to feature inter- 
views, TV specials, and-regular series with impactful content 
such as:

The league-wide council includes more than 60 athletes who are 
in the SEC’s existing student-athlete engagement program, plus 
administrative leaders from each campus and head coaches 
from each sport. The Council has focused on five key areas:

3. Improving education on racial and social issues for all 
stakeholders

Virtual Career Tour 

For the fifth consecutive year, but this time with a differ- 

ent twist, the SEG conducted its successful Student-Athlete 
Career Tour. The pandemic could not stop this important 
student-athlete engagement initiative as it was conducted in 
a virtual format, hosting 68 student-athletes from all 14 SEC 
universities. 


The program allows graduating student-athletes to con- 
nect with human resource recruiters in various careers and 
submit resumes for entry-level jobs and internships. The 
students also learn about interview preparation, and ways 
to build effective business relationships through authentic- 
ity, Curiosity, and social media best practices. This year, the 
group met with executives at several corporations in the 
Atlanta area including Cox Communications, The Atlanta 
Hawks, and Chick-fil-A.

Alabama football athlete DeVonta Smith and Kentucky vol- 
leyball player Madison Lilley were named the 2020-2021

Smith, the 2020 Heisman Trophy winner, led the country in 
receptions, receiving touchdowns.and receiving yards. He 
led the Crimson Tide to a perfect 13-0 season, including a 
College Football Playoff (CFP) National Championship vic- 
tory over Ohio State. 


Lilley helped Kentucky capture its first NCAA volleyball 
national championship with 53 assists, and a career-high 
19 digs vs. Texas in the title match. She won the 2020 SEC 
Player of the Year award, American Volleyball Coaches’ As- 
sociation National Player of the Year award, was named the 
Most Outstanding Player of the NCAA Tournament and won 
the Honda Award for the sport of volleyball.

The year culminated with an all-SEC final at the College World Series, 
the seventh time during Sankey’s tenure that two SEC schools met to 
determine a sport's national title: 


ADVOCATING FOR STUDENT-ATHLETE OPPORTUNITY 


Now in his'seventh year as Commissioner of the SEC, Sankey 
has established himself as an advocate for the student-athlete, 
creating a framework to provide young people in the Conference 
with challenging leadership opportunities and expanded resourc- 
es to succeed at the highest levels of academic and competitive 
success .New student-athlete focused initiatives under Sankey’s 
leadership include: 


¢ — Creation of a leadership position in the SEC office for 
Student-Athlete Engagement, a role focused on offering 
student-athletes the opportunity to participate in Confer- 
ence leadership . 

¢ Introduction of Student-Athlete Leadership Councils for 
Football, Men’s Basketball and Women’s Basketball which 
provide student-athletes with enhanced opportunities to 
engage with campus leaders and Conference office staff. 

¢ _ Introduction of a Student-Athlete Career Tour which pro- 
vides groups of student-athletes with opportunities to engage 
in career exploration with high level corporations and busi- 
nesses in major metropolitan areas . 

« Expansion of the student-athlete role at the annual SEC 
Spring Meetings when student-athlete leaders participate 
in a robust agenda of interaction with administrators and 
coaches to provide their perspectives to Conference leaders . 


ADVANCING THE CONFERENCE 


Sankey has been intentional and diligent in addressing issues 
critical to college athletics, with an emphasis on integrity, ethics 
and sportsmanship: 


« Appointed a Working Group on Student-Athlete Conduct to 
develop recommendations for updated Conference policies 
governing conduct expectations for student-athletes .As a 
result, the SEC adopted a serious misconduct policy govern- 
ing transfers that has served as a model for similar policies 
subsequently adopted by other conferences and, and later 
expanded the policy to include all incoming prospective 
student-athletes . 

e Amended an SEC Bylaw to now require a university presi- 
dent or chancellor to consult directly with the SEC Commis- 
sioner before hiring someone “who has engaged in unethi- 
cal conduct as defined under NCAA Bylaws or who has 
participated in activity that resulted, or may result, in a Level 
I, Level II, or major infraction” 

¢ — Created the SEC Council on Racial Equity and Social Justice, 
a league-wide body consisting of a diverse group of student- 
athletes, administrators, coaches and SEC staff .The Council 
identifies resources, outlines strategies and assists with im- 
plementation of efforts that, when taken together, promotes 
racial equity and social justice, while also fostering diversity, 


helping overcome racism and pursuing non-discrimination 
in intercollegiate athletics . 


Sankey has focused resources on the development of Confer- 
ence Officiating with a series of measures blending technology 
with effective leadership to create greater accuracy and consis- 
tency for officiating in‘all sports, including: 


e _ Hiring new coordinators of officials in the sports of football, 
mens basketball, women’s basketball and softball. 

«Working with the NCAA to gain approval for a collaborative 
instant replay process in the sports of football, men’s basket- 
ball and baseball . 

¢ Collaborating with the American Athletic and ASUN.con- 
ferences to create a men’s basketball officiating consortium, 
later adding the Sun Belt Conference and Southwestern 
Athletic Conference . 

« Engaging in a consulting agreement with Bob Delaney, 
an accomplished former NBA official and executive with 
extensive experience in leadership training, to assume the 
role of Special Advisor for Officiating Development and 
Performance . 

« ~ Commissioning Deloitte’s Advisory practice to conduct a 
comprehensive analysis to identify best practices and pro- 
gram standards for the SEC Football Officiating Program . 


Another priority under Sankey’s leadership is growing expo- 
sure for the Conference and effectively publicizing success stories 
of the SEC .Strategies pursued to achieve this objective include:

SECTION 1. PURPOSE AND 
PHILOSOPHY 

Purpose 

ARTICLE 1. Instant replay is a process 
whereby video review is used to confirm, 
reverse or let stand certain on-field deci- 
sions (Rule 12-3) made by game officials . 


Philosophy 

ARTICLE 2. The instant replay process 
operates under the fundamental assump- 
tion that the ruling on the field is correct . 
The replay official may reverse a ruling if 
and only if the video evidence (Rule 12-6- 
1-c) convinces him beyond all doubt that 
the ruling was incorrect .Without such 
indisputable video evidence, the replay 
official must allow the ruling to stand. 
(Exception: Targeting rule 12-3-5-a) 


SECTION 2. ELIGIBILITY FOR 

INSTANT REPLAY 

Participation 

ARTICLE 1. 

a.Any member institution may use instant replay, 
but there is no requirement to do so. If instant 
replay is used, it must be used in full compliance 
with this rule . 

b.For any nonconference game, if the home team 
is using instant replay, the visiting team does not 
have the option of declining its use for that game . 
If the home team is not using instant replay, it is 
not required to honor a request by the visiting 
team that it be used . 


SECTION 3. REVIEWABLE PLAYS 

Scoring Plays 

ARTICLE 1. Reviewable plays involving a potential 

score include: 

a.A potential touchdown or safety .[Exception: 
Safety by penalty for fouls that are not specifically 
reviewable | 

b Field goal attempts if and only if the ball is ruled 
(a) below or above the crossbar or (b) inside or 
outside the uprights when it is lower than the top 
of the uprights .If the ball is higher than the top 
of the uprights as it crosses the end line, the play 
may not be reviewed . 


Passes 

ARTICLE 2. Reviewable plays involving passes 

include: 

a .Pass ruled complete, incomplete or intercepted 
anywhere in the field of play or an end zone . 

b .Forward pass touched by a player (eligible or inel- 
igible) or an official, including whether the touch- 
ing is beyond or behind the line of scrimmage . 

c .Forward pass or forward handing when a ball car- 
rier is or has been beyond the neutral zone . 

d.A forward pass or forward handing after a change 
of team possession . 

e .Pass ruled forward or backward . 

1 .If the pass is ruled forward and is incomplete, 
the play is reviewable only if the ball goes out 
of bounds or if there is clear recovery of a 
loose ball in the immediate continuing football 
action after the loose ball .If the replay official 
does not have indisputable video evidence as 
to which team recovers or the ball going out of 


bounds, the ruling of incomplete pass stands . 


(Exception: Rule 12-3-1-a) 

If the replay official reverses an incomplete 

forward pass ruling and the ball is recovered, 

it belongs to the recovering team at the spot of 

the recovery and any advance is nullified . 

f Location of the ball when it is obviously in the 
field of play and a ruling of intentional grounding 
would result in a safety by penalty. 
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Dead Ball and Loose Ball 

ARTICLE 3. Reviewable plays involving potential 

dead balls and loose balls include: 

a .Loose ball by a potential passer ruled a fumble . 

b .Loose ball by a passer ruled incomplete forward 
pass when there is clear recovery or the ball goes 
out of bounds in the immediate continuing action 
after the loose ball . 

1 If the replay official does not have indisput- 
able video evidence as to which team recovers, 
does not have confirmation of the recovery 
by the officials on the field, or the ball going 
out of bounds, the ruling of incomplete pass 
stands . 

If the replay official rules fumble and the ball 

is recovered, the ball belongs to the recover- 

ing team at the spot of the recovery and any 

advance is nullified . 

c .Live ball not ruled dead in possession of a ball 
carrier . 

d .Loose ball ruled dead (rule 4-1-2-b-2), or live ball 
ruled dead in possession of a ball carrier when the 

clear recovery of a loose ball occurs in the imme- 
diate continuing football action . 

1 If the ball is ruled dead and the replay official 
does not have indisputable video evidence as 
to which team recovers or does not have con- 
firmation of the recovery by the officials on 
the field, the dead-ball ruling stands . 

2 .If the replay official rules that the ball was not 
dead, it belongs to the recovering team at the 
spot of the recovery and any advance is nulli- 
fied . 

e Ball carrier’s forward progress, spot of fumble, or 
spot of out-of-bounds backward pass, with respect 
to a first down or the goal line . 

f .Catch or recovery of a fumble by a Team A player 
other than the fumbler before any change of pos- 
session during fourth down or a try. 

g Ball carrier in or out of bounds .If a ball carrier 
is ruled out of bounds, the play is not reviewable, 
except as in Rules 12-3-1-a and 12-3-3-d. 

h .Catch, recovery or touching of a loose ball by a 
player in bounds or out of bounds . 

i A loose ball touching on or beyond a sideline, goal 
line, or end line, touching a pylon, or breaking the 
plane of a goal line. 

j Catch or recovery of a loose ball in the field of play 
or an end zone. 

k Forward fumble that goes out of bounds with 
respect to a first down . 

1 live ball declared dead under rule 4-1-2-b-2 and 
B-3 (inadvertent whistle) . 


Kicks 

ARTICLE 4. Reviewable plays involving kicks 
include: 

a .Touching of a kick. 

b Player beyond the neutral zone when kicking the 
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ball. 

c .Kicking team player advancing a 
ball after a potential muffed kick/ 
fumble by the receiving team . 

d Scrimmage kick crossing the neu- 
tral zone . 

e Blocking by Team A players 
before they are eligible to touch 
the ball on an on-side kick . 

f.A player touching or recovering a 

kick or loose ball who is or has been 

out of bounds during the kick .

. Targeting 
‘ ARTICLE 5 
a .The replay official shall review 
all targeting fouls, Rules 9-1-3 
and 9-1-4 .For a player to be dis- 
qualified and the Targeting foul 
to be enforced, all elements of a 
Targeting foul must be confirmed 
by the Instant Replay Official . 
There is no option for stands as 
a part of a Targeting review. If 
any element of Targeting cannot 
be confirmed, then the Replay 
Official shall overturn the target- 
ing foul . 
Targeting elements include: 
1 .Rule 9-1-3: 
(a) A player takes aim at an opponent for the 
purposes of attacking with forcible contact 
with the crown of the helmet . 
(b) An indicator of targeting is present . 
2 .Rule 9-1-4: 
(a) A defenseless opponent (Rule 2-27-14) . 
(b) A player takes aim at a defenseless oppo- 
nent for the purposes of attacking with 
forcible contact to the head or neck area . 
(c) An indicator of targeting is present . 
b.The replay official may create a targeting foul 
from the booth when all elements of targeting 
can be confirmed and the foul is not called by the 
officials on the field .Such a review may not be 
initiated by a coach's challenge . 


Miscellaneous 

ARTICLE 6. Situations that may be addressed by 

the replay official: 

a .The number of players on the field for either team 
during a live ball . 

b Clock adjustment and status when a ruling is 
reviewed . 

c.With less than one minute in either half and a 
replay review results in the on-field ruling being 
reversed, and the correct ruling would not have 
stopped the game clock, then the clock will be 
reset to the time the ball is declared dead by 
replay. The referee will subtract 10 seconds from 
the game clock and the game clock will start on 
the referee's signal .Either team may use a team 
timeout to avoid the runoff. 

1.The replay official has indisputable video 

evidence that time should have remained on 
the game clock when the ball became dead or 
when the team timeout was granted; 

2 In the second and fourth quarters only, the 
team to which the ball would belong after it 
becomes dead would next put the ball in play 
from scrimmage (not the try) ; 

In the fourth quarter only, either the score is 
tied or the team that will next snap the ball is 
behind by eight points or fewer; and 

4 .The replay official’s video evidence includes 

the timeout signal by an official in the case 
where the game clock should have stopped for 
a requested team timeout . 
d .Clock adjustment at the end of any quarter . 
If the game clock expires at the end of any 
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quarter, either during a down in which it should 
be stopped by rule through play when the ball 
becomes dead or after the down upon a request 
for an available team timeout, the replay official 
may restore time only under these conditions: 

1 The replay official has indisputable video evi- 
dence that time should have remained on the 
game clock when the ball became dead or 
when the team timeout was granted; 

2 In the second and fourth quarters only, the 
team to which the ball would belong after it 
becomes dead would next put the ball in play 
from scrimmage (not the try); 

3 .If time expires in a half, and the clock would 
start on the Referee’s signal after review, there 
must be at least 3 seconds remaining when 
the ball should have been declared dead to 
restore time to the clock . With 2 seconds or 1 
second remaining on the clock, the half is over 
unless Team A has a time out remaining (This 
does not impact situations when the clock 
is stopped and will remain stopped until the 
snap such as an incomplete pass or a ball car- 
rier out of bounds ); 

4 In the fourth quarter only, either the score is 
tied or the team that willnext snap the ball is 
behind by eight points or fewer; and 

5 .The replay official's video evidence includes 
the timeout signal by an official in the case 
where the game clock should have stopped for 
a requested team timeout . 

e .Correcting the number of a down . 

1.This includes the result of a penalty enforce- 
ment that includes an automatic first down or 
loss of down . 

2 .The correction may be made at any time with- 
in that series of downs or before the ball is 
legally put in play after that series . 

e .Any person who is not a player interfering with 
live-ball action occurring in the field of play (Rule 
9-2-3). 

f .Any person who is not a player interfering with 
live-ball action occurring in the field of play (Rule 
Sa) 

g .An injured player at the initiation of the medical 
observer . 


Limitations on Reviewable Plays 
ARTICLE 7. No other plays or officiating decisions 
are reviewable .However, the replay official may 
correct obvious errors that may have a significant 
impact on the outcome of the game, including those 
involving the game clock, whether or not a play is 
reviewable .This excludes fouls that are not specifi- 
cally reviewable (See Article 8, following) . 


Reviewable Fouls 

ARTICLE 8. The following plays are reviewable and 

the replay official may create a foul when there is no 

call by the on-field officials: 

a Player making a forward pass or forward handoff 
when beyond the neutral zone or after a change of 
possession (Rule 12-3-2-c and -d) . 

b .Player beyond the neutral zone when kicking the 
ball (Rule 12-3-4-b) . 

c Blocking by players of the kicking team before 
they are eligible to touch the ball on an onside 
kick (Rule 12-3-4-e) . 

d.The number of players on the field for either team 
during a live ball (Rule 12-3-6-a) . 

e Illegal touching of a forward pass by an originally 
eligible receiver who has gone out of bounds . 
(Rules 12-3-2-b and 12-3-3-h) . 

f.A player touching or recovering a kick or loose 
ball who is or has been out of bounds during the 
kick .(Rule 12-3-4-f) . 

g .Forward pass that becomes illegal as a second 
pass after an on-field ruling of a backward pass is 
reversed (Rule 12-3-2-e) . 


h.A clear and obvious targeting foul (Rule 12-3-5-b) . 


SECTION 4. INSTANT REPLAY 
PERSONNEL, EQUIPMENT AND 
LOCATION 

Personnel 

ARTICLE 1. Instant replay personnel shall consist 
of the number of persons needed to operate the 
replay equipment within the necessary time con- 
straints .There shall be a minimum of three persons 
to ensure that all plays are reviewed in an efficient 
and timely manner .Such persons are normally 
referred to as replay official, communicator and 
technician .Additional personnel may be used as 
needed . 


Equipment 

ARTICLE 2. The type of equipment used to carry 
out necessary instant replay duties shall be deter- 
mined by each conference or member institution 
using instant replay. 


Location 

ARTICLE 3. 

a .All equipment used to review a play during the 
replay process and the personnel using that equip- 
ment shall be located in a separate, secure location 
in the press box .This room shall not be available 
or accessible to any person not directly involved 
in instant replay As an ongoing experiment, a col- 
laborative decision-making model during instant 
replay reviews that is in full compliance with Rule 
12 is not limited to the press box of a stadium . 

b .Additional telephonic equipment needed to allow 
instant replay personnel to communicate with the 
game referee when a game has been stopped for a 
play review shall be located on a sideline near the 
field of play and preferably outside a team area . 
Such equipment shall provide the game referee 
and the replay official a secure and private means 
of communication . 


SECTION 5. INITIATING THE 

REPLAY PROCESS 

Game Stop 

ARTICLE 1. There are two methods to stop a game 

to review a ruling on the field . 

a .The replay official and his crew shall review every 
play of a game .He may stop a game at any time 
before the ball is next legally put in play (Excep- 
tion: Rule 12-3-6-d) whenever he believes that: 

1 .There is reasonable evidence to believe an er- 
ror was made in the initial on-field ruling . 

2 .The play is reviewable . 

3 .The outcome of a review would have a direct, 
competitive impact on the game. 

b .The head coach of either team may request that 
the game be stopped and a play be reviewed by 
challenging the on-field ruling . 

1 .A head coach initiates this challenge by 
taking a team timeout before the ball is next 
legally put in play (Exception: Rule 12-3-6-d) 
and informing the referee that he is challeng- 
ing the ruling of the previous play Ifa head 
coach's challenge is successful, he retains the 
challenge, which he may use only once more 
during the game .Thus, a coach may have a 
total of two challenges if and only if his initial 
challenge is successful . 

2 .After a review has been completed, if the 
on-field ruling is reversed, that team’s timeout 
will not be charged . 

.After a review has been completed, and the 

on-field ruling is not reversed, the charged 

team timeout counts as one of the three 
permitted that team for that half or the one 

permitted in that extra period . 

4 .A head coach may not challenge a ruling in 

which the game was stopped and a decision 

has already been made by the replay official . 

.If a head coach requests a team timeout to 

challenge an on-field ruling and the play be- 

ing challenged is not reviewable, the timeout 
shall count as one of the three permitted his 
team during that half of the game or the one 

permitted in that extra period . 
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6 .A head coach may not challenge an on-field 
ruling if all the team’s timeouts have been 
used for that half or in that extra period . 


When To Stop a Game 

ARTICLE 2. 

a .A game may be stopped, either by the replay 
official or by a head coach’s challenge, at any time 
before the ball is next legally put in play (Excep- 
tion: Rule 12-3-6-d). 

b .No game official may request that a game be 
stopped for a play to be reviewed . 


SECTION 6. REVIEWING AN ON- 

FIELD RULING 

Procedures 

ARTICLE 1. 

a.When a game is to be stopped either by the 
replay official or by a head coach's challenge, the 
designated officials on the field will be notified by 
a paging system or other appropriate means . 

b If the review is initiated by the replay official, 

the referee shall announce: “The ruling on the 
previous play is ... (brief description of ruling). 

The play is under further review. If the game has 
been stopped due to a head coach's challenge, the 
referee shall announce: “The (name of institution) 
head coach has challenged the ruling of (state the 
ruling). The play is under further review.” 

.All reviews shall be based upon video evidence 

provided by and coming directly from the tele- 

vised production of the game or from other video 
means available to the replay official that is also 
available to the TV Producer. 

d .After the referee has conferred with the replay of- 
ficial and the review process has been completed, 
the referee shall make one of the following an- 
nouncements: 

Rule 12 / Instant Replay FR-113 

1 .If the video evidence confirms the on-field 
ruling: “After further review, the ruling on the 
field is confirmed.” 

2 .If there is no indisputable (conclusive) 
evidence to reverse the on-field ruling: “After 
further review, the ruling on the field stands.” 
(Exception 12-3-5-a — Stands is not an allow- 
able ruling or targeting ) 

3 .If the on-field ruling is reversed (Rule 12-7): 
“After further review, the ruling is [followed 
by a brief description of the video evidence]. 
Therefore, [followed by a brief description of 
the impact of the ruling]. 

e Ifa ruling is reversed, the replay official shall sup- 
ply the referee with all pertinent data as needed 
(next down, distance, yard line, position of the 
ball, clock status/adjustment) in order to resume 
play under the correct game conditions . 


Restrictions 

ARTICLE 2. 

a .There is no restriction on the number of times the 
replay official may stop a game for reviews . 

b .The expectation is that the replay official will not 
exceed two minutes to complete a review. If the 
review has end of game impact or has multiple 
aspects as a part of the review, it should be 
completed efficiently but will have no stated time 
limit . 

SECTION 7. REVERSING AN ON- 

FIELD RULING 

Criterion for Reversal 

ARTICLE 1. To reverse an on-field ruling, the 

replay official must be convinced beyond all doubt 

by indisputable video evidence through one or more 

video replays provided to the monitor . 


Experimental Rule Instant Replay 

Rule 12-4-3: An experimental rule creating an 
exception to Rule 12-4-3 to allow conferences to use 
a collaborative process for instant replay. Under this 
experiment, personnel in a separate secure location 
identified by the conference will assist the Instant 
Replay Official at the stadium in making decisions.

The Southeastern Conference's Eastern and Western Division winners will meet in 
Atlanta's Mercedes-Benz Stadium to battle for the league championship and the right to 
represent the conference in the College Football Playoff .The 30th-annual title game is 
set for December 4 and will be televised nationally by CBS Sports . 

The game was born as a result of 1992 conference expansion, which saw Arkansas 
and South Carolina become the first members added in SEC history .Under NCAA 
regulations, a conference with 12 members may play an additional football game to 
determine its champion, provided the regular season is played in divisions . 

The participants of the game are determined each year during the eight-game 
regular-season conference schedule as the teams with the best overall SEC winning per- 
centage in each division . 

The 2018 SEC Championship Game was the most-watched and highest-rated 
regular-season college football game on any network in seven years with a 10 1/23 
rating/share and 17 5 million viewers .It also marked the second most-watched SEC 
Championship ever in 26 years since the game debuted in 1992 .Nearly 14 million 
viewers watched the 2019 contest .Shifting to primetime, the Alabama-Florida SEC 
Championship in 2020 averaged a 4 9 and 8 92 million viewers on CBS .It was the first 
primetime SEC Championship since the 2006 game . 

The 2009 SEC Championship Game earned an 11 8 rating and a 24 share, marking 
the highest-rated SEC Championship Game in history .The game matched the No .1 
Florida Gators (12-0) vs .the No .2 Alabama Crimson Tide (12-0) . 

The SEC Championship Game has drawn 26 capacity crowds in its 28-year history. 
Only 1993 (Birmingham) and 1995 (Atlanta) were not sellouts . 

The SEC, along with AMB Sports & Entertainment (AMBSE) and the Georgia 
World Congress Center Authority (GWCCA), have an agreement to host the SEC 
Championship Game at Mercedes-Benz Stadium in Atlanta through 2026 . The new 
agreement allows the SEC the option of adding up to two successive five-year exten- 
sions . 

The Georgia Dome hosted the SEC Championship Game for 23 years beginning in 
1994, with capacity crowds in the last 21 consecutive years . By the end of the new agree- 
ment, including options, the Championship will have been played in Atlanta a total of 43 


years .

Amazingly, Harris was even more dynamic in the passing game . 
He hauled in five throws for 67 yards, including touchdown plays of 
23, 17 and 7 yards in Alabama first-half blitz .The shortest of those 
scoring catches may have been his best, as Harris sent a would-be 
tackler tumbling to the turf with a dazzling spin move . 

Harris set an SEC championship game record with

by Auburn's Tre Mason in 2013 . The Alabama senior also knocked off a 
couple of school records, setting new standards for career rushing TDs 
(44) and overall TDs (54) . 
In addition to catching all those passes, Smith came up with a key fum-

SEC Atlanta was the site of the 1994 SEC Football Championship, as a Georgia 
Dome record 74,751 watched Eastern Division Champion Florida capture 
its second straight conference crown with a 24-23 victory over Western Di- 
vision Champion Alabama . 

The Gators effectively moved the ball through the air, as Danny Wuerffel 
connected on 23 of 41 passes for 227 yards and a pair of touchdowns .But at 
the conclusion of the hard-fought contest, it was Florida defensive standout Ellis John- 
son who distinguished himself as the game’s most valuable player .The rugged senior 
recorded five tackles, one pass breakup and an SEC Championship record three tackles 
behind the line of scrimmage, including two quarterback sacks . 

Trailing 17-10 at the half, Alabama regained the lead, 23-17, with two third-quarter 
field goals and an interception return for a touchdown with less than nine minutes to 
play Florida responded with an 80-yard, 10-play drive which ended with a two-yard 
touchdown pass from Wuerffel to Chris Doering with just 5:29 remaining in the fourth 
quarter. The extra point by Judd Davis secured the winning margin, as the Gator de- 
fense forced an interception on the final Alabama drive . 

The SEC's third title game attracted a television audience of more than 30 million 
viewers . ABC’s broadcast earned a 105 rating, marking the network’s most-watched 
college football game since the 1991 season .

SEC Football Championship Game, held Dec .6 at the Georgia Dome in 
Atlanta It marked the first time in SEC history two teams ranked No .1 and 
No .2 in the polls met head-to-head on the field .

The Gators bounced back Jonathan Phillips hit a 19-yard field goal to tie the score, 
10-10 . With 2:59 left in the first half, Tebow found David Nelson for a five-yard TD 
strike and Florida went into the locker room with a 17-10 lead . 


Alabama controlled the ball for much of the third quarter .The Tide engineered a 15- 
play, 91-yard drive on its opening possession of the half .It was capped by Mark Ingram’s

Sophomore running back Mark Ingram rushed for 113 yards on 28 carries including 
three rushing touchdowns .He is now the Tide’ all-time single-season rushing leader 
with 1,542, surpassing Bobby Humphrey's 1986 record of 1,471 and becomes the first 
Alabama rusher to go over 1,500 yards in a season .His three touchdowns tied an SEC 
Championship Game record Ingram also caught two passes for 76 yards . 

Sophomore Marquis Maze led the Crimson Tide recievers with five catches for 96 

ards .

Cam Newton left nothing to chance .He ran and passed the Auburn Tigers 
to a shot at the national championship they were denied six years ago, and 
he might as well start working on that Heisman pose, too . 

Newton passed for a career-high 335 yards and four touchdowns, plus 
ran for a pair of TDs in an MVP performance that led Auburn to the Southeastern 
Conference championship with a 56-17 rout of Steve Spurrier and South Carolina on 
Saturday. 

The Tigers, who came into the day sitting atop the Bowl Championship Series stand- 
ings, must wait 24 hours before getting the official word, but it’s nothing more than a 
formality: They'll be playing Oregon for the national title on Jan .10 in Glendale, Ariz . 

Hard to imagine the Heisman vote even being close after the 6-foot-6, 250-pound 
junior followed Tim Tebow as only the second player in the history of the top division 
to run AND pass for 20 touchdowns in a season .He slipped away from defenders with 
his surprising quickness, buying extra time to throw.He broke tackles with his power, 
not at all shocking given that he outweighed all three of South Carolina's starting line- 
backers by at least 25 pounds . 

Or he just ran right over ‘em .Newton guided the Tigers (13-0) to touchdowns on 
their first three possessions, though South Carolina (9-4) was in the game as halftime 
approached . Trailing only 21-14, the Gamecocks simply had to knock down Newton's 
last-gasp pass on the final play before the break . 

They couldn't even do that Newton heaved one up and DeVonte Holloman, stand- 
ing in front of Terrell Zachery, leaped to tip it away But the deflected ball went right to 
Darvin Adams for an improbable 51-yard touchdown that changed the complexion of 
the game .After South Carolina missed a field goal on the first possession of the second 
half, it was all Tigers . 


The Tigers set an SEC championship game record for scoring and piled up 589 yards . 


Newton had a hand in 408 of them, breaking his previous best of 317 yards passing 
against Chattanooga and leading Auburn in rushing with 14 carries for 73 yards .De- 
spite two big drops, Adams set another SEC championship record with 217 yards on 
seven receptions .

Tyrann Mathieu turned in an MVP performance when LSU needed him 
most, running back a punt 62 yards for a touchdown, setting up another 
score with a fumble recovery and finally finishing off No .12 Georgia 
with his best play yet, a whirling dervish of a return that led to the deci- 
sive TD of a 42-10 victory in the Southeastern Conference championship 
game Saturday .LSU (13-0) advanced to a spot in the BCS title game in New Orleans, 
just 75 miles from its Baton Rouge campus . 

The Bulldogs tried to shake things up, racing to a 10-0 lead that could’ve been even 
bigger if they hadn't dropped a pair of potential touchdown passes in the first quarter .

On Georgia’ first possession of the second half, quarterback Aaron Murray tried 
to scramble for a first down but had the ball knocked loose just before he hit the turf. 
Who was there to fall on it at the Bulldogs 26? Mathieu with his fifth fumble recovery 
of the season . 

LSU quickly seized its first lead .The Tigers finally picked up a first down, then fresh- 
man Kenny Hilliard broke offa 15-yard run for the first of his three touchdowns .Nor- 
mally, that would’ve been more than enough to win the game’s MVP award .Not even 
close on this day. 

The 5-foot-9, 175-pounder cradled the ball, took off down the center of the field, 
cut back to his left, stutter-stepped and turned on a burst of speed, basically came to a 
stop around the Georgia 30, then took off again and was finally dragged down at the 17 .

Alabama (12-1) trailed 28-25 with 12:54 remaining in the game following a 10-yard 
rushing touchdown by Georgia's Todd Gurley After several unsuccessful drives by both 
teams, the Crimson Tide received the ball back with 5:24 left . 

That’s when Alabama developed a penchant for passing in a game that had been 
dominated by solid ground games from both teams .Crimson Tide quarterback AJ Mc- 
Carron found Cooper streaking down the left sideline for what would be the game-win- 
ning touchdown pass .Cooper had seven catches for 127 yards in the game (18 1 avg) . 

McCarron finished the game 13-of-21 passing with one critical scoring strike .SEC 
Championship Game Most Valuable Player Eddie Lacy rushed 20 times for a game-high 
181 yards with two touchdowns, while TJ .Yeldon had 25 attempts for 153 yards, mark- 
ing the first time in SEC Championship Game history that two players on the same team 
rushed for better than 100 yards . 

Georgia (11-2) marched down the field on its final drive of the game with one last 
opportunity to reclaim the advantage in a contest that featured six lead changes .With 
15 seconds remaining and the Bulldogs on the Alabama eight-yard line, quarterback 
Aaron Murray tossed a pass that was tipped and fallen on by Chris Conley at the five- 
yard line, but the clock expired to end the game . 


Murray finished 18-of-33 from scrimmage for 265 yards passing with a touchdown . 


Gurley led Georgia's ground game with 23 carries for 122 yards with a pair of scores .

gD Tre Mason rushed for 304 yards at the Georgia Dome to lead No .3 
Auburn to a 59-42 win against No .5 Missouri in the highest-scoring 
cHampionsHip SEC Championship Game in the event's 22-year history. 
It marked the eighth all-time SEC Championship for Auburn (12-1), 
which also won the SEC Championship Game in 2004 and 2010. 
Mason, the 2013 SEC Championship Game Most Valuable Player, rushed 46 times for 
304 yards with four touchdowns .The previous SEC Championship game rushing re- 
cord was 201 yards by LSU’s Justin Vincent in 2003 . 
The 101 combined points scored between the teams shattered the previous record of 75 
combined points scored between Florida and Alabama in 1996 . 
Auburn racked up 677 yards of total offense, including 545 on the ground .Quarterback 
Nick Marshall, who went 9-of-11 through the air for 132 yards and one touchdown, 
rushed for 115 yards with a score Marshall and Mason combined for 421 of their team’s 
545 rushing yards .Auburn wide receiver Sammie Coates caught six passes for 94 yards 
with his teams first touchdown . 
Missouri (11-2) quarterback James Franklin went 21-of-37 for 303 yards with three 
scoring strikes .Tailback Henry Josey rushed nine times for 123 yards, while Franklin 
himself accumulated 62 yards on the ground . Wide receiver Dorial Green-Beckham 
finished with six catches for 144 yards . 


Auburn set championship game team records for rushing first downs, rushing attempts, 
rushing yards and rushing touchdowns with 26, 74, 545 and seven, respectively It broke 
Alabama records of 53 attempts in 2009, 18 rushing first downs and 350 rushing yards 
in 2012 .There were three rushing TDs accomplished multiple times .

Blake Sims threw a pair of touchdown passes in an MVP perfor- 
mance that carried top-ranked Alabama to a 42-13 win over No .14 
Missouri to win the SEC Championship . 

Sims completed 23 of 27 passes for 262 yards as Alabama pulled 
away with a 21-point fourth quarter. TJ.Yeldon and Derrick Henry 
each had a couple of touchdown runs . 

It was also a big night for Alabama wide receiver Amari Cooper, who had 12 catches 
for 83 yards .With 115 catches on the year he broke the SEC record of 113 set by Vander- 
bilt’s Jordan Matthews in 2013 .His 83 yards gives him 1,656 on the season, just 83 yards 
shy of the season record set by LSU’s Josh Reed in 2001 .Cooper’s 12 catches broke the 
SEC Championship game record of 11 set by Florida's Reidel Anthony in 1995 . 

Missouri (10-3), which won the SEC East, fell behind 21-3 at halftime but then scored 
10 unanswered points to come within eight, 21-13, on an Andrew Baggett field goal 
with 4:37 left in the third quarter . 

The Tide went 68 yards in 10 plays — never even going to third down — to seize a 7-0 
lead less than 4 minutes into the game . 

Missouri, which reached the title game for the second year in a row, managed to stay in 
this one much of the way thanks to Maty Mauk’s deep passing .He completed throws of 
63, 47, 32 and 26 yards . 

After a series of short throws, Sims suddenly went deep on a 58-yard touchdown pass 
to DeAndrew White that made it 14-0 early in the second quarter .On the first snap 
of the fourth quarter, Sims, the fifth-year senior hooked up with Christion Jones on a 
6-yard TD toss that stretched the lead to 28-13 Henry tacked on a couple of touchdown 
runs to make it a blowout .He finished with 141 yards on 20 carries . 

Missouri struggled to run against the Tide defense, limited to 41 yards on 23 carries .

Henry came into the game as a Heisman favorite and finished with a staggering 44 car- 
ries against one of the nation’s top defenses to earn MVP honors .He put Alabama ahead 
to stay on a 2-yard run late in the first half, and looked as fresh at the end of the game as 
he did at the beginning, carrying the ball right to the final seconds . 

Henry tied the SEC record for touchdowns in a season (23) and eclipsed Herschel

The Crimson Tide bolted to a 16-9 lead in the first quarter, despite being held to mi- 
nus-7 yards and no first downs .Minkah Fitzpatrick returned an interception 44 yards 
for a touchdown, and Josh Jacobs went 27 yards for a score with a blocked punt .A field 
goal was set up by another pick — one of three thrown by Florida quarterback Austin 
Appleby in the first half ‘The Tide led 33-16 at halftime and iced the victory with scoring 
drives of 98 and 91 yards, sparked by a goal-line stand that finished off the last gasp by 
the Gators (8-4, No .15 CFP) .

Roquan Smith came up with two crucial turnovers, freshman 
Jake Fromm threw a pair of touchdown passes and Georgia claimed a 
28-7 victory over Auburn in the 2017 Southeastern Conference Cham- 
pionship Game - the first held at the new Mercedes-Benz Stadium . 

The game was largely a defensive struggle, but Fromm was ef- 
ficient in completing 16 of 22 attempts for 183 yards and two touchdowns .The Bulldogs 
also rushed for 238 yards . 

Auburn junior running back Kerryon Johnson played even though he suffered a 
shoulder injury in the Iron Bowl; however, he wasn't the same, as he finished with 44 
rushing yards on 13 carries .Georgia’s victory gave the Bulldogs their first SEC champi- 
onship since 2005 . 

Although Georgia outplayed Auburn for much of the game, the Bulldogs were pe- 
nalized seven times for 91 yards, which helped keep things close . Ultimately, Georgia 
outgained Auburn 421-259 and won the turnover battle 2-0. 

The turning point of the night occurred early in the second quarter when Auburn 
was in the Georgia red zone and driving to take a two-score lead .Georgia linebacker 


Davin Bellamy strip-sacked Auburn's Jarrett Stidham from behind before linebacker 
Smith recovered the fumble to kill the drive . 

The Bulldogs capitalized on that change of momentum by going 83 yards on the 
ensuing drive and finishing with a two-yard touchdown from Fromm to Isaac Nauta to 
help tie the game at 7-7 .Georgia converted a short field goal on its next possession and 
entered the locker room with a 10-7 advantage . 

The Bulldogs extended the lead to 13-7 in the third quarter and began to impose 
their will on the Tigers . 

Fromm threw a 17-yard touchdown to Terry Godwin and then connected with God- 
win on a two-point attempt to increase the lead to 21-7 .Georgia’s D'Andre Swift later 
broke off a 64-yard touchdown run .

CHAMPIONSHIP It was a stunning twist on the scenario that played out less than 
11 months earlier on the very same field when Tua Tagovailoa replaced 
Hurts at the start of the second half with Alabama trailing Georgia in the CFP title 
game. 

This time, Tagovailoa had to be helped off the field with just over 11 minutes re- 
maining after one of his own linemen stepped on the quarterback’s right ankle as he 
attempted to throw. 

Hurts calmly guided the Crimson Tide to the game-tying touchdown with a 10-yard 
pass to Jerry Jeudy. 

After Georgia was stuffed on a fake punt near midfield, Hurts took matters into his 
own hands for the winning score Spotting an opening up the middle, he took off on a 
15-yard TD run with 1:04 remaining . 

Georgia picked off Tagovailoa twice, and the Alabama quarterback spent much of 
his spare time in the medical tent and was largely ineffective as the Bulldogs built a pair 
of two-touchdown leads . 

Hurts completed 7 of 9 passes for 82 yards, to go along with five carries for 28 yards 
in less than a quarter of action . 

Georgia sophomore Jake Fromm threw for 301 yards and three touchdowns, while 
Tagovailoa was only 10 of 25 for 164 yards . 

The Alabama QB did spark the comeback with a short pass to Jaylen Waddle that re- 
sulted in a 51-yard conc late in the third quarter, cutting Georgia's lead to 28-21 . 


Alabama’ Josh Jacobs rushed for 83 yards and a pair of scores to earn MVP honors .

CHAMPIONSHIP Joe Burrow threw for 349 yards and four touchdowns for the 
Tigers .He was the Tigers’ second-leading rusher with 41 yards on 11 
carries, often leaving the Bulldogs grasping at air as he twirled this way and that .He 
even caught a pass on a ball that was batted down at the line and wound up his arms, 
taking off for a 16-yard gain . 

The Heisman-worthy moment came late in the third quarter .With Georgia bringin: 
the heat, Burrow spun to his left to get away from lineman Travon Walker, whirled bac 
to his right to send Walker sprawling to the turf, then delivered a pass on the run while 
sprinting toward the LSU sideline with another defender in hot pursuit . 

Justin Jefferson hauled in the throw just beyond midfield and took off down to the 
Bulldogs 9 for a 71-yard play .Three plays later, Burrow delivered his third TD pass of 
the game, hooking up with Terrace Marshall Jr, on a 4-yard touchdown pass that es- 
sentially finished off the Bulldogs . 

LSU came into the game as the second-highest scoring team in the country behind 
Ohio State .They rata to have a tougher time against Georgia’ stellar defense, ranked 
No .2 in points allowed .but Burrow kept the Bulldogs on their heels the entire game . 

LSU Vek no doubt it is the kin of the mighty SEC, completing its run through a 
gauntlet of the league's top teams .The Tigers had already knocked off Alabama, Florida 
and Auburn It was by far the most points Georgia has given up their season . 

Georgia quarterback Jake Fromm was 20-for-42 with 225 yards with a touchdown 
and two interceptions .

SEC IN THE BCS/CFP BOWL ERA 


¢ The SEC has won 11 of the last 15 national championships, 13 of the 23 BCS/CFP-era 
National Championships, five runner-up finishes and 27 overall national titles (AP, 
BCS, FWAA, coaches poll) in SEC history. The SEC has appeared in 14 of the last 
15 National Championship Games and in 10 of the 16 BCS Championship Games, 
winning nine. 


¢ Four different SEC schools have won the National Championship since 2006 (Au- 
burn, 2010; Alabama, 2009, 2011, 2012, 2015, 2017, 2020; Florida, 2006, 2008; 
LSU, 2007, 2019). Five programs have advanced to the national championship 
game since 2008 as Georgia met Alabama in the 2018 CFP Championship Game. 
Tennessee (1998) and LSU (2003) have also won the former BCS crown. Auburn 
appeared in the 2013 BCS Championship Game, as did LSU in 2011. A team from 
the SEC Western Division had advanced to five consecutive national championship 
games prior to the 2014 season, when Alabama lost in the CFP semifinals. The ACC 
(Clemson, Miami and Florida State) has had three schools win titles since 1998, 
while the Big 12 (Texas and Oklahoma) has had two. 


e Eight different SEC teams, including all seven from the SEC Western Division, have 
made BCS/New Year's Six bowl game appearances since 2006: Alabama, Arkansas, 
Auburn, Florida, Georgia, LSU, Ole Miss, Mississippi State and Texas A&M.

Since the first SEC expansion in 1992, the SEC has the most national championships 
(AP, USA Today) with 15. During that time, the SEC has had more teams with national 
titles than any other conference (5).

The 
SEC has appeared in six of the seven CFP National Championship Games, winning 
four. The SEC finished 9-2 in BCS National Championship Games (LSU 2-1, Florida 
2-0, Alabama 3-0, Tennessee 1-0, Auburn 1-1), 8-1 vs. non-SEC competition. The 
SEC had the most wins (17) and the highest winning percentage of any conference 
that has three-or-more appearances in BCS bowl games.

Access bowls - more wins than any other conference. 


e The SEC has now won 47 games in the last six postseasons. With 12 
teams advancing to bowl games in 2016, the SEC became the first 
conference to send at least 10 teams to postseason bowls in four 
consecutive seasons. The SEC also sent a NCAA-record 12 teams to 
participate in postseason bowl games in 2014 and has sent no less 
than eight teams to post-season bowls in each of the last 13 sea- 
sons. The SEC established a national-record with nine postseason 
victories in 2015 and owned the previous record for postseason 
bowl victories with seven wins in 2007, 2013 and 2014. 
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AGREEMENTS 


The Southeastern Conference has six-year agreements with nine 
football post-season bowls, which includes the addition of the Las 
Vegas Bowl and the Gasparilla Bowl in Tampa, beginning with 
the 2020 postseason .ESPN Events has the next selection to fill the 
Birmingham and Gasparilla Bowls . 


The nine bowls are in addition to bowl games in the College 
Football Playoff system for which SEC teams are eligible to quali- 
fy .Also, the SEC participates in the Allstate Sugar Bowl in years it 
is not a CFP semifinal game and the Capital One Orange Bowl in 
selected years . 


The SEC has extended its current agreements through 2025 with 
the Citrus Bowl in Orlando, the Outback Bowl in Tampa, the 
TaxSlayer Gator Bowl in Jacksonville, the Transperfect Music City 
Bowl in Nashville, the Academy Sports + Outdoors Texas Bowl 
in Houston, the AutoZone Liberty Bowl in Memphis and the 
Birmingham Bowl . 


In addition, the SEC will continue its relationship with the 
Duke’s Mayo Bowl in Charlotte, participating in that bowl game 
in 2021, 2023 and 2025 .For the remaining three years of the

six-year cycle, SEC teams will participate in the Las Vegas Bowl 
against a Pac-12 opponent in 2022 and 2024 .The SEC has also 
added a new bowl partnership with the Union One Gasparilla 
Bowl in Tampa through 2025 . 


The SEC will maintain its current bowl selection process in 
which the Citrus Bowl has the first selection of available SEC 
teams after any conference schools have qualified for the College 
Football Playoff, the Allstate Sugar Bowl or the Capital One 
Orange Bowl, after which the SEC assigns teams to a Pool of Six 
bowls . 


The SEC Pool of Six consists of the Outback Bowl, Gator Bowl, 
Music City Bowl, Texas Bowl and Liberty Bowl, as well as the Las 
Vegas Bowl in 2022 and 2024, and the Duke’s Mayo Bowl in 2021, 
2023 and 2025 .In consultation with SEC member institutions, as 
well as these six bowls, the conference will make assignments for 
the bowl games in the pool system .ESPN Events selects teams 
to participate in the Birmingham and Gasparilla Bowls after the 
Pool of Six have been assigned .

FOOTBALL 


¢ Fourteen times in the last 15 seasons, a team from the SEC has advanced to the 
national championship game. The SEC has won 11 of those contests, with two 
of the losses coming in the game's final seconds. The winner of the SEC Cham- 
pionship Game has advanced to the National Championship Game all but once 
since 2006. 


¢ The SEC finished 7-2 in the postseason in 2020 to lead the nation in bowl wins, 

with all seven wins coming against Top-25 competition - the most in history for 
the conference. In the four bowl games where an unranked SEC team played a 
Top-25 opponent, the SEC went 3-1. 


¢ Since Florida in January 2009, five different teams from the SEC have played for 
the national championship. Four of those five have multiple appearances and at 
least one victory since 2007. 


¢ Not counting games versus each other, the SEC is 10-3 all-time in College 
Football Playoff games, playing in six of the seven CFP Championship Games 
(winning four of those six). Since 2006, the SEC has posted a 27-14 (.659) record 
in BCS/CFP games, more wins, appearances and winning percentage than any 
other A5 conference. 


¢ More than 350 players from Southeastern Conference schools were listed on 
the initial 53-man NFL rosters to begin the 2020 season. Seven SEC schools were 
represented by at least 25 former players on active rosters, including Alabama 
with a league-high 57. In addition to the 53-man active rosters, more than 100 
former SEC players are listed on reserve lists or practice squads for NFL teams. A 
total of 25 former SEC players were on active rosters of the Super Bow! between 
the Chiefs and Bucs. 


e The SEC is 97-55 (.638) in bowl games since 2006, the only FBS league with 
a .600 or better winning percentage and 30 wins more than the next closest 
conference. 


¢ The SEC has now won 47 games in the last seven postseasons and has sent no 
less than eight teams to post-season bowls in each of the last 14 seasons. 


e In the seven seasons of the College Football Playoff era, only six programs 
nationally have been ranked No. 1 in the weekly CFP Top-25 Poll (which begins 
in late October each year) — four of those six programs (Alabama, Georgia, LSU, 
Mississippi State) are from the SEC. 


¢ With Georgia and Alabama both earning victories in the CFP Semifinals in 
2017, the national championship game featured two SEC teams for the second 
time in the last nine seasons. 


SEC BOWL REVENUE DISTRIBUTION 


(a) For bowl games providing receipts which result in a balance of less than $1,500,000, 
the participating institution shall retain $1,050,000, plus a travel allowance as deter- 
mined by the SEC Executive Committee. The remainder shall be remitted to the Com- 
missioner and shall be divided into 15 equal shares with one share to the Conference 
and one share to each member institution. 

(b) For bowl games providing receipts which result in a balance between $1,500,000 
and $3,999,999, the participating institution shall retain $1,325,000, plus a travel al- 
lowance as determined by the SEC Executive Committee The remainder shall be remit- 
ted to the Commissioner and shall be divided into 15 equal shares, with one share to 
the Conference and one share to each member institution. 

(c) For bowl games providing receipts which result in a balance between $4,000,000 
and $5,999,999, the participating institution shall retain $1,525,000, plus a travel 
allowance as determined by the SEC Executive Committee. The remainder shall be 
remitted to the Commissioner and shall be divided into 15 equal shares, with one share 
to the Conference and one share to each member institution. 

(d) For bowl games providing receipts which result in a balance of $6,000,000 or 
more and all College Football Playoff games, the participating institution shall receive 
$2,050,000 ($2,050,000 if the SEC team is a participant in the College Football Play- 
off semi-finals game; an additional $2,150,000 if the SEC team is also a participant 
in the College Football Playoff championship game, which determines the National 
Champion), plus a travel allowance as determined by the SEC Executive Committee. 
Institutions participating in a College Football Playoff game may also request addi- 
tional travel expenses, which may be granted to such institution at the Commissioner’s 
discretion. The remainder shall be remitted to the Commissioner and shall be divided 
into 15 equal shares, with one share to the Conference and one share to each member 
institution. 

(e) Bowl Revenue Protection Insurance shall be deducted prior to Conference distribu- 
tion. 

(f) The cost of unused tickets up to the contractually guaranteed ticket purchase num- 
ber shall be deducted prior to Conference distribution for all bow! games providing 
receipts of $6 million or more. For bowl games providing receipts of less than $6 
million, the participating institution shall be fully responsible for the contractually 
guaranteed ticket purchase number. 

(g) For bowl games in which a member institution participates as an “alternate” (e.g., 
5-7 team) under NCAA Postseason Bowl Game requirements, the participating institu- 
tion shall retain all revenue distributed by the bowl. The participating institution shall 
not receive a base retainage or travel allowance as set forth in subsections (a) through 
(d) above. The participating institution shall also be fully responsible for the contrac- 
tually guaranteed ticket purchase number and any other expenses associated with 
participation in the bowl.

1) Which SEC Team qualifies for the CFP? 

The winner of the SEC Championship Game automatically qualifies 
for a spot in the Sugar Bowl if that team is not selected to participate 
in the four-team playoff. If the SEC Champion is selected to participate 
in the four-team playoff it will play in the Cotton Bowl or Orange 
Bowl. The next highest-ranked SEC team not in the four-team playoff 
goes to the Sugar Bowl. 


2) How can additional SEC teams be selected for the CFP? 
Additional SEC teams may be selected for the CFP Semifinals (Cotton 
or Orange) or one of the CFP access bowls (Peach or Fiesta) based on 
its ranking in the final CFP Selection Committee rankings. There is no 
limit on the number of teams from any one conference that can be 
selected to participate in the CFP bowls. 


3) How can a SEC Team be selected to participate in the Orange 
Bowl? 

When the Orange Bowl is not a semifinal game and a SEC team is 
the highest ranked team by the CFP Selection Committee among the 
non-champions of the SEC and Big Ten and ranked higher than Notre 
Dame after the CFP semifinal games have been filled, then that team 
will participate in the Orange Bowl. There are eight years in which 
the Orange Bowl is not a semifinal game and the SEC is guaranteed 
three of the eight years, the Big Ten is guaranteed three of the eight 
years and the remaining two years can be filled by Notre Dame, the 
SEC or the Big Ten based on CFP Selection Committee rankings. The 
SEC Champion can never participate in the Orange Bowl unless it is a 
semifinal game, which it is in 2021. 


4) How does the CFP selection process work in 2021-22? 

The CFP Selection Committee ranks the top 25 teams and selects the 
four teams to participate in the semifinal games (Cotton and Orange). 
Then, after the contract bowls (Sugar and Rose) are filled based on 
conference agreements, the Committee will assign teams to fill the 
remaining access bowls (Peach and Fiesta). Each conference cham- 
pion from the contract bowls (ACC, Big Ten, Big 12, SEC & Pac 12) has 
a guaranteed spot in its contracted bowl or in an access bowl (Peach 
or Fiesta) if the contracted bowl is a semifinal game and the confer- 
ence champion is not selected to participate in a semifinal game. The 
highest ranked champion from the Mountain West, American, Confer- 
ence USA, Sun Belt or MAC is guaranteed a spot in a CFP bowl and 
the remaining spots are filled based on the rankings of teams after the 
contract bowls have been filled.

PLAYOFF 


The College Football Playoff (CFP) is a postseason event to determine college football’s 
national champion on the field, while emphasizing the significance of college football’s 
unique regular season where every game counts. 


The selection committee ranks the teams based on the members’ evaluation of the teams’ 
performance on the field, using conference championships won, strength of schedule, 
head-to-head results, and comparison of results against common opponents to decide 
among teams that are comparable. 


The New Year's holiday period belongs to college football, with two semifinal games 
rotating annually among the Cotton Bowl, Fiesta Bowl, Orange Bowl, Peach Bowl, Rose 
Bowl and Sugar Bowl. 


The two teams that win the Playoff Semifinals compete for the College Football Playoff 
National Championship. The national championship game is in a different city each year, 
always on a Monday night. 


Every Football Bowl Subdivision (FBS) team has equal access to the College Football Playoff 
based on its performance during the regular season. No team automatically qualifies. 


University presidents and chancellors from all 10 FBS conferences and Notre Dame serve 
as the board of managers and govern the administrative operations, with commissioners 
and Notre Dame athletics director (the Management Committee) managing the event. 

A small staff in the CFP office in Irving, Texas, carries out the day-to-day responsibilities. 


A talented group of 13 high-integrity individuals with experience as coaches, student- 
athletes, college administrators and journalists, along with sitting athletics directors, 
comprise the selection committee. Members of the committee are Mitch Barnhart, Gary 
Barta (chair), Paola Boivin, Tom Burman, Charlie Cobb, Boo Corrigan, Chris Del Conte, Rick 
George, Will Shields, Joe Taylor, John Urschel, Rod West and Tyrone Willingham.

When not hosting semifinals, the Cotton, Fiesta and Peach Bowls will welcome the 
highest-ranked teams, any displaced conference champions, and the top-ranked champion 
from a non-contract conference. The highest-ranked available teams will fill any other berths. 
The selection committee will make the pairings.

minds — was introduced as Mizzou’s 33rd head 

football coach in December of 2019, and despite all the challenges presented by 
the COVID-19 pandemic, led his 2020 Tigers to a 5-5 record against an All-SEC 
slate. 


Drinkwitz, who took over the Tiger program following an impressive 2019 season at 
Appalachian State that saw the 20th-ranked Mountaineers win the Sun Belt Conference 
title en route to a 12-1 record, 


Picked to finish sixth in the SEC East Division by many preseason pundits and projected 
to win only two or three games at most against the All-SEC schedule, the Tigers split their

10-game league slate at 5-5 to finish third in the SEC East, with four of the losses coming at 
the hands of teams that were ranked at kickoff and three that finished at No. 1 (Alabama), 
No. 7 (Florida) and No. 8 (Georgia) in the final College Football Playoff ranking, while a 
fourth loss came in week two at then-No. 21 Tennessee. 


The Tigers overcame an 0-2 start to win five of their final eight games down the stretch, a 
run that included: 


¢ A goal-line stand in the closing minute to hold off defending National Champion LSU, 
45-41, 


¢ Snapping Kentucky’s five-game series win streak with a 20-10 victory that wasn’t nearly 
as close as the final score indicated. 


¢ Mizzou’s first win in Columbia East since 2014, a 17-10 decision at South Carolina 
and a thrilling come-from-behind 50-48 walk-off win over Arkansas, its fifth-straight 
in the series. 


e An appearance at No. 25 in the College Football Playoff rankings Dec. 7, only the third 
season the program has appeared in the CFP’s seven-year run. 


Of the SEC’s four new head coaches to begin work in the nation’s toughest conference 
in 2020, Drinkwitz’s 5-5 regular-season record was the league's best, ahead of Ole Miss’ 
Lane Kiffin (4-5), Mississippi State’s Mike Leach (3-7) and Arkansas’ Sam Pittman (3-7). In 
addition, Drinkwitz and his staff signed a top-25 recruiting class currently ranked No. 20 
by Rivals.com (highest ranking in program history) to help secure a promising future for the 
storied Mizzou program. 


Drinkwitz’s offensive acumen has been a key element in his team’s winning five conference 
championships while compiling a perfect 8-0 bowl game record in 10 seasons at the FBS 
level. The combined record of his teams from 2010-20 is 108-42 overall (.720), including 
a 66-30 conference mark (.688). 


The 2019 campaign saw Drinkwitz turn in one of the most impressive FBS head coaching 
debut seasons ever. His Mountaineers set a Sun Belt record with their 12 wins, and also set 
the mark for the best regular season in conference history (11-1). They claimed the Sun Belt 
championship with a 45-38 win against Louisiana on Dec. 7. 


Drinkwitz’s team also made history in 2019 with a pair of Power 5 road wins (at bowl- 
eligible North Carolina, and later at South Carolina) — making them the first-ever Sun Belt 
team to register two Power 5 wins in a season. In all, the Mountaineers claimed an FBS-best 
six road wins en route to becoming the first-ever 12-win team among North Carolina’s FBS 
members. 


Drinkwitz’s career as an offensive coordinator (Boise State, NC State) and head coach (App 
State, Mizzou) includes five 1,000-yard rushers, four 1,000-yard receivers and four 3,000- 
yard passers. He was a member of Auburn’s BCS National Championship staff in 2010.
